The Work of Reconstrnetion—What Is 
the Troe Polley? 

As this tremendous war, with Its torriblo 
work of destruction, draws to a close, tho con- 
ditions of ponce and tho reconstrnction of the 
robollious States aa members of tho Union be- 
come the leading toples of the day. In this 
great work what is tho true policy of the gov- 
ernment? Jf Mr. Senator Sumnor’s theory be 
correct—that by their rebellion the States con 
corned bavo forfeited their existence as States, 
and aro reduced to tho condition of unorgan- 
ized Territorica—tho first thing in order, after 
tho disperaion of General Jon Johnston's army, 
Will be to lay off the States subdued into new 
Torritories, regardless of their existing nsmes 
and boundaries as wo aro of those of the In- 
din tribes of the West in the absorption of 
thoir domains, Bat if tho prevailing popular 
theory is correct—that tho rebellion has not 
carried the States involved in it ont of the 
Union, but bos only suspended tho operation 
thoroln of tho lawa and sovereign authority of 
the Union—then the work of reconstruction 
becomes exceedingly simple and easy. 

‘That this popular acceptation of tho rebellion 
is the true ono we baye nover doubted. It is 
so clearly established in the very preamble of 
the constitution, in opposition to the fallacies of 
State sovereignty and seceasion, that no argu- 
ment is needed to prove it From the bogin- 
ning of the war this Is tho construction which 
the administration has applicd to the great con- 
spiracy of Jeff, Davis and Company: that the 
States concerned are atill in the Union, though 
certain individuals therein, usurping ihe State 
authority, aro in arms ngninst tho Union. And 
yotin the outset, in failing to apply this doc- 
trine to our Southern seaports, or in failing to 
comprehend the nice distinctions of the law of 
pations, Mr, Sccrotary Seward, in deolaring 
a blockade of the Southern ports, instead of 
declaring them olozed, furnished Earl Russell 
that conyenlont protoxt upon which he excnses 
his swift concession of “belligerent righis” to 
Joff. Davia. That which has been done at tho 
end (tho declaring certain ports closed) ebould 
live been done at the beginning of the war. 
Upon the main question, however, Mr. Sew- 
ard, some two years ago, in a despatch for the 
information of the French government, sug- 
gested the policy of reconstruction, which.will 
hold good to-dsy—the simplo policy of pro- 
viding for tho roturn to the federal Congress of 
tho members due from the rebellions States. 
Cougress is the proper -nationnl convention for 
the business in hand, and no other is wanted. 
The proclamation of a general amnosty; the 
-belabinegeryon please, of every State concerned 
to the actunl facts and consequences of the war, 
in reforengo to African slavery, to the extent of 
its complyte abolition; and tho military protec 
tion of the people, under these stipulations, in. 
the work of a now State organization, and intho 
election of s new sci of members to Congress, 
are all the proceedings required to complete 
the (ask of reconstruction, 

Goneral Grant, in his magnanimous terms of 
surrender to General Lee disarming bis veteran 
logions of their physical and moral weapons of 
resistance, bas indicated the true policy for the 
administration. It is only to eay to the people, 
Including the leaders and tho armed forces of 
the insurgent States, lay down your arms, re- 
turn to your homes, obey the laws, and instead 
of being prosecuted you will be protected. 
The “military necessity” of confiscation having 
ceased, that matter should be turned ovey 
liberal revision by Congress. Nor need the 
be any difficulty apprehended on the slavery. 
question, though President Lincoln may insist 
upon the binding obligations of his emancips- 
tion edict Slavery is dead ; the rebellion has 
killed it, Let the people of the States con- 
corned, then, be invited to treat it accordingly, 
and a little roflection will bring them to it 

We apprehend no danger from a pardon to 
the rebel leaders, political or military, They 
haye played their game of rule or ruin, and 
have lost it. Refuse them the bonors of mar- 
tyrdom. They may be left to the jndgment of 
the poople whom they have s0 cruelly and sel- 
fishly betrayed. With the violent death they 
have brought upon their institution of slavery, 
the cause, thé ergument and the party ofa 
Eonthern confederacy cease to exist. If four 
years of this terrible war have done the work 
of acentury of pence, we must advanee a con- 
tury now (hot the work is done. 


Our Gexerate—It is a remarkable fict that 
we have developed more generals of first clase 
military talent in our four year war than Eu- 
rope has produced in any twonty years of her 
miliary history, ‘This fact is the more extra- 
ordinary when we consider that most of these 
men were taken from the oivil walks of life. 
Many of them, it is true, had been educated at 
our military academy ot West Point, and held 
commissions in the regular army; but e large 
number of these had retired from the eervice 
long before the war broke out, and adopted 
more profitable occupations. The regnlar army 
four years ogo. was o very small nucleus— 
‘emonuting, in all branches of the sorvice, to an 
average Bumber of fourteen thousend men— 
ont of which to form the brilliant catalogue of 
great soldiers which now occupies tho muster 
roll Another curious fact is also worthy of 
notice, and that is that the most prominent of 
our generale are descendants of those races 
who inhabit the British islande—the Celtio, 
Gaelic, Cymric and Saxon races.

Baye ever done in Europe, not excepting the 
Irishmen Prince Nugent, of Austria, and Mar 
shals MeMohon and Niol, of France. The con-

Field—What Is to be Done with Them? 

‘The United States must now have something 
like five hundred thousand eoldicra in the 
fold. ‘These men are of tha flower ond 
sinew of thx’ Jend, tralned for four yeara fn 
the fold of da ser and adventure, brave, reso- 
Into ond intelli, Mt, and, for the most. part, 
conquorors in som? Of the most brilliant and 
formidablo bottles x%.corded in the history of 
any nation of the world. In the Sonth thore aro 
perhaps eomo ono bundrad and fifty thousand 
men, inclusive of the truntMicaissippi army; 
bat these organized forces will not mach 
longer continue to exist ins compact form. It is 
ovident that Johnston will speedily follow tho 
exnmplo of Leo and surrender, and all the other 
rebel leaders will do tho samo thing. There will 
then bo no longer any necessity for very largo 
armies, either North or South, ond we must 
consequently reduco the immense number of 
men that we will baye on hand. The question 
therefore suggests itaclf: What will tho vast 
bulk of the armies of tho United States do? It 
is certain that many thonsands of our soldiers 
will never again return into private life, After 
four years of continuons active service they 
haye become go inured to the danger and 
excitement of military life that the placid and 
monotonous routine of their former occupa- 
tions will no longer have any attraction for 
them. They will still cling to the idea of an 
adventurous career; and wherever an oppor- 
tunity offers for the gratification of such a 
desire, they will not fail to profit by it 

Under these circumstances it would in no 
way surpriso us if, within the next six 
months, a strong tide of emigration should set 
in for Mexico and Canada. The greater por- 
tion of onr army being set frec, one hundred 
thousnnd men of the North and South—the best 
fighting material in the world—might readily 
ond easily find their way into Mexico, while 
fy thousand more could emigrate to Canada. 
That organizations will be foudd to manuge 
and superintend this emigration of Northern 
and Southern soldiers in the proper way is, of 
course, to bo expected. There is no doubt that 
sach a strong force of military emigrants into 
Mexico at about this time would be both useful 
and profitsble to that country. President 
Juarez, of the constitutional republican govern- 
ment, would be glad to weleome them, and by 
alittle persuasion some of tho veterans of a 
hundretl baitio felds wight be induced to take 
sorvice In the Jiberal army. Upon the princi- 
ples of international law und of non-interveution 
recognized and endorsed by England and 
France, this would be all correct, and onr goy- 
ernment would baye no direct right to inter- 
fore. Prosideut, Juorez could then send on'a 
commission to New York to negotiate a loan of 
ten millions of dollars in Wall. street, and we 
are confident that he would get that'swn in 
less thon a fortnight. This would also be in 
accordance with tho interuntional lew and non- 
intervention principles recognized by England 
and France; for during the rebellion the rebels 
sent agents to bath of these countries aud openly 
negotiated and obtained loans there, If there 
was no objection to this proceeding on the 
part of the Southorn rebels, there can be mach 
less to a similar courso on the part of the regu- 
larly elected President of a neighboring re- 
public. The transaction would be a perfectly 
lawful one, so far ss we are concerned. 

As for the fifty thousand men tbat will emi- 
grate to Canada, they will find plenty there to 
occupy their time and experience; and as rebel 
raids from the Cansdian borders upon onr ter- 
sitory have mover been objected to Dy the Brit- 
ish authorities, they will snrely not interpose 
any objection to the immigration from this side of 
& robust body of vigorous men, well trained in 
the art of war, who may be very useful in that, 
colony. In this way we may do a great ser. 
vice both to France and England, in considera- 
tion of their extreme kindness to us duriog the 
tremendous struggle now closing, in allowing 
privateers, rams and war veztels to be con- 
structed in their ports, manning them, and 
sending them out to destroy our merchant com- 
merce. The operations of these large bodies 
of military emigrants in Mexico and Canada 
would of course be strongly in favor of repub- 
lican principles, and would be but the begin- 
ning of the realization of the prophecy of the 
first Napoleon, that in fifty years all Europe 
would be eithor republican or Cossack. Amer- 
ica must first be thorongbly republican, and 
thea Europe will surely follow.
